COUNCIL 
CIVES AS REASON 


That the City Isn’t Losing Any­ 
thing But Is Getting; Several 
Phones Free. 


COMPANY TO SPEND $80,000 HERE 


Council last night passed an ordi­ 


nance granting the Central 
District 


Printing and Telegraph company the 


rig h t to put in an underground tele­ 
phone system in the city. 


The ordinance provides that the 


company shall stand all the damages 


th at may arise, shall replace the pave­ 


m ents and sidewalks and keep them 
In repair for one year, shall not have 
m ore 
than three squares torn up at 
one 
time, shall grant the city the 
free use of their poles for the 
fire 
alarm and patrol wires or one duct of 
the underground system, 
shall 
not 
tea r up 
the streets in the months of 
December, 
January, 
February 
or 
March, traffic shall not be suspended 
Upon th e streets upon which they are 
working, 
they 
shall 
use 
unpaved 
streets and allays as far as practica­ 
ble, shall furnish to the city 12 tele­ 
phones free of cost and shall file a 
bond of $5,000 and accept 
the ordi­ 
nance within 20 days after its pas­ 
sage. 
Marshall stated that in view of the 
many times the ordinance had 
been 
before council, and that the company 
w as not willing to accept an ordinance 
limiting their 
rates, he moved the 
rules be suspended. 
He stated, how­ 
ever, th at a clause should be inserted 
th a t 
the city have free use of 
the 
long distance phones to telephone any 
place in the United States on 
city 
business. 
The clause was Inserted, 
and another one that an arm be placed 
st the top of the poles for the use of 
the fire alarm and patrol system went 
In the ordinance 
on the suggestion 
of Cain. 
The ordinance then passed, 
but Seckerson voted no.

ENGLAND DENIES T H A T APOLOGY 


Washington, March 
28.—A deter 
mined effort, it is asserted, is 
being 
made to prevent former Consul Ma­ 
crum telling his story to the foreign j 
affairs committee of the house. Rep- ! 
reseutative 
Wheeler, 
of 
Kentucky, 
the author of 
the resolutions which 
caused Chairman Hitt, of that com­ 
mittee, to volunteer to have Macrum 
heard, believes the Republican mem­ 
bers have determined to remain away, 
so there will be no quorum 
when I 
Macrum presents himself. 
Representative Wheeler, who is re- j 
ally the prosec utor in the matter, re- j 
ceived an intimation early in the day 
that the Republicans would probably j 
remain away for the double purpose j 
of shutting off Macrum and making j 
it appear that there is no interest in 
his story. When Wheeler heard that 
he saw each of the seven Democratic 
members and secured promises from 
them that they would be present. The 
committee consists of ten 
Republi­ 
cans and seven Democrats. A quorum 
In most 17-member committees 
is 
seven, so if all the Democrats 
are 
present 
the investigation may pro­ 
ceed. 
“Whether the British censor opened 
Macrum’s letters or whether he did 
not, is not the important 
question 
now," said Mr. Wheeler. 
“The 
real 
question is, if Mr. Hay is a patriotic 
secretary of state, why did he refuse 
to hear what Macrum 
had to say; 
why did he 
so glibly tell congress 
that Macrum lied and say that the 
consul Rad deserted his post, when, 
as a matter of fact, Mr. Macrum ask­ 
ed for leave of absence and it was 
granted? We also want to know why 
the secretary of state and the presi­ 
dent refused Mr. Macrum the privi­ 
lege of an Interview after they said 
he was merely a private citizen. 
“As to the state department asser­ 
tion that there was no necessity for 
Macrum leaving 
Pretoria, we 
will 
show that 
the British knew every­ 
thing he undertook to communicate 
In cipher, and that 200 American citi­ 
zens signed a letter to him asking him 
to go to the United States and report 
the fact in person that 
the British 
government was in possession of a 


key to the 
state department cipher. 
I hat fact alone, if Mr. Hay were re­ 
ally trying to serve the people 
of 
this 
country, 
should 
have 
been 
enough in his eyes to have justified 
Mr. Macrum in leaving his post with* 
I out authority, which, however, he did 
not do.” 
The report that Great Britain had 
apologized attracted much attention. 
Set rotary Hay at first denied the re­ 
ceipt of the disavowal, but later con­ 
firmed it. 
It was a verbal communi­ 
cation, but it will be reduced to writ­ 
ing for the use of the committee, if 
it desires it. 
“I doubt if there has been a dis­ 
avowal,’’ said Mi;. Wheeler. “If there 
was. why did not Mr. Hay frankly say 
to 
the house, in answer to my first 
resolution, that he had an apology. 
My idea is that the whole explanation 
has been fixed up during the last 48 
hours. 
I know the newspapers said 
there was an offer to make a formal 
disavowal, but there has been so much 
equivocation and lying about the whole 
subject that it is time some one was 
forced to tell congress the truth.” 
It is said at the state department, 
regarding the story that Great Britain 
has apologized, that the United States 
government has made 
no 
demand 
upon the British government for an 
apology, as the officials say that Mr. 
Macrum made no official complaints 
on that subject, and thus the state 
department had nothing officially be- j 
fore it to serve as a basis for a de- I 
mand for an apology. 
The British government itself vol- i 
un tartly took notice of Mr. Macrum’s j 
complaint, and finding that, as an in­ 
cident to the transfer of a large quan­ 
tity of mail from Durban (which was 
the place where our consular 
mail 
was usually 
landed) to Cape Town, 
resulting in great congestion and the 
handling of mail by new agents, there 
had been an indiscriminate opening 
of letters which probably had affect­ 
ed the 
consular mail 
with 
others. 
Lord Pauncefote, speaking for 
his 
government, disavowed the 
action of 
the censor, and declared that it was 
unauthorized in respect to Mr. Ma­ 
crum’s mail. 
This 
assurance 
was 
given long ago, and some of the mem­ 
bers of the house committee on for­ 
eign affairs were 
made 
acquainted 
with it at the time.

Moore Saul Ile Thought There 
W as Enough Evidence to Hold Him to 
the Grand Jury— Pardon of Governor 
Taylor Ignored. 


F r a n k fo r t, Ry., March 28.—W. H. 
Culton sent for Commonwealth Attor­ 
ney Franklin, and it was reported at 
once that he was making a confession in 
regard to the Goebel assassination. The 
statem ents concerning the Culton con­ 
fession are made by parties who have 
been working w ith the prosecution. One 
who talked w ith Culton’s attorney said: 
“ Culton is making a clean breast of 
everything so far as he knows.” 
Culton, who waived exam ine: in and 
was held over to the circuit co n n , went 
to the Capitol hotel, where he was in 
conference with the attorneys for the 
prosecution for over two hours. He was 
accompanied by his brother-in-law, K 
E. Hogg, who is also \n< attorney. 
His 
father was also present. 
It developed 
that the information gained was not at 
all sweeping in character, as it was at 
first reported. Culton’s friends who are 
in his confidence stated that his state­ 
m ent was not in the nature of a confes­ 
sion, but they admit that he gave the 
prosecution such information as lie had, 
and which had heretofore not coin * out. 
W hile this was going on, Henry E. 
Youtsey, the auditor’s clerk, who was 
arrested at noon and locked up in jail, 
charged w ith hying au accessory, sent 
for Colonel Cam pion, aud the latter 
visited him at the jail and was closeted 
w ith him for some time. Youtsey, when 
he was arrested, told the officers that 
the prosecution had promised not to a r­ 
rest him and he complained that that 
side had broken faith with him. 
It is 
claimed Youtsey told nothing the prose­ 
cution did not already know. 
At the trial of Secretary Powers, the 
pardon issued to Powers by Governor 
Taylor was tendered by ex-( Governor 
Brown as a bar to tile prosecution and 
he asked that the defendant be dis­ 
missed. 
Colonel Campbell said the 
commonwealth denied Governor Tay­ 
lor’s right to issue a pardon at the tim e 
the pardon was granted. 
Governor 
Brown moved that the prisoner be dis­ 
missed upon the evidence. 
The motion 
was overruled. 
Judge Moore said; “It is not my be­ 
lief th at Powers fired the shot which 
killed Governor Goebel, but from the 
evidence it is my opinion that he was 
connected with the conspiracy to kill 
him. I shall therefore order that he be­ 
held over without bail to the Franklin 
county grand jury that the case may be 
further investigoted.”

Council last nitwit passed au ordi­ 
nance granting the Central 
District 
Printing and Telegraph company the 
right to put in an underground tele­ 
phone system In the city. 
The ordinance provides that the 
company shall stand all the damages 
that may arise, shall replace the pave­ 
ments and sidewalks and keep them 
in repair for one year, shall not have 
more 
than three squares torn up at 
one 
time, shall grant the city the 
free use of their poles for the 
fire 
alarm and patrol wires or one duct of 
the underground system, 
shall 
not 
tear up the streets in the months of 
December, 
January, 
February 
or 
March, traffic shall not be suspended 
upon the streets upon which they are 
working, 
they 
shall 
use 
unpaved 
streets and alleys as far as practica­ 
ble, shall furnish to the city 12 tele­ 
phones free of cost and shall file a 
bond of $5,000 and accept 
the ordi­ 
nance within 20 days after its pas­ 
sage. 
Marshall stated that In view of the 
many times the ordinance had 
been 
before council, and that the company 
was not willing to accept an ordinance 
limiting their 
rates, he moved the 
rules be suspended. 
He stated, how­ 
ever, that a clause should be inserted 
that 
the city have free use of 
the 
long distance phones to telephone any 
place in the United States on 
city 
business. 
The clause was Inserted, 
and another one that an arm be placed 
at the top of the poles for the use of 
the fire alarm and patrol system went 
in the ordinance 
on the suggestion 
of Cain. 
The ordinance then passed, 
but Seckerson voted no. 
The reason given for passing the 
ordinance is that the city is not los­ 
ing anything by the 
action, but is 
getting the free use of several 
tele­ 
phones and the company will spend 
$80 ,000 here In their underground sys­ 
tem.
